“In the opinion of the committee,” 
the report stated, “the conditions 
surrounding this relief work have 
reached the point where it would 
be unpardonable for Congress to 
tolerate a further continuation of 
the cumbersome, overlapping, han- 
hazard methode under which this 
problem is being handled, with the 
consequent neglect and vacillation 
which has and will inevitably fellow 
from such unwieldy and unscientific 
organizations as were set up to take 
are of this work. Considering the 
amount of good that has been ac- 
complished, we believe that it has 
been extravagantly profligate. 

“In our opinion a further con- 
tinuatioOn of the present system of 
separate bureaus handling the prob- 
lems which are closely inter-related 

would not only unfavorable from 
the viewpoint our incapacitated 
war veterans, but its further con- 
tinuation would be a pitiable refiec- 
tion on Congressional abil 
bring about quick benéficial 22 
in the present law. 

. DIFFICULTIES INCREASED.

Men 
have testified to waiting weeks and 
months without a settlement or de- 
cision, some of them maimed beyond 
hope of supporting themselves or 
their families; others sick or badly 
disabled, unfit/for resuming their old 
occupations, have n forced to 
wait indefinitely while their claims 
were pefiding. 

“In addition the committee finds 
that the hospitalization arrange- 
ments have been utterly inadeauate, 
sometimes insanitary and unwhole- 
some, always laden with red tape 
and lumbering methodici Espe- 
cially are we convinced at there 
are not sufficient hospital facilities 
for attending to the two special 
classes of disease resulting from this 
war, neuropsychiatric and pulmo- 
nary tuberculosis, and where cared 
for are overcrowded.” 

ADOPT AMENDMENT.

For despite the warn- 
ing of County Health Officer Pome- 
roy that the city was rushing into 
trouble by selling its garbage for 96 
cents a ton to be fed to hogs in Los 
Angeles county, the last City Coun- 
cil, at its final act, voted to accept 
the Whitman bid and at the same 
time authorized the closing down of 
the plant of the Pacific Reduction 
Company, which has disposed of the 


city’s garbage by machinery since

SCANT PREPARATIONS. 

The visit of The Times investiga- 
tors to the proposed location of the 
Whitman syndicate’s ranch yester- 
day was occasioned by the state- 
ment of John P. Steele, one of the 
promoters who put the Whitman bid 
through the City Council, that the 
bidder would have equipment which 
would be satisfactory to the coun- 
ty health authorities on the ground 
and ready for operations by August 
1. At the ranch property yester- 
day there was one fiat-car load of 
old timbers and three or four men 
had started work there yesterday 
for the first time grading land 
where the hig-feeding pens are to 
be built. Members of the Baldwin 
Park committee which is 
the battle against the garbage-feed- 
ing hog ranches, declared that by 
working a large force of men night 
and day at least two months would 

required before the concrete, 
sanitary, water flushed hog pens. 
which the Whitman syndicate told 
the Councilmen would de  »built. 
could be completed and placed in op- 
eration. 

The c was openly made on 
the floor of the City Council that 
Japanese hog-raisers were behind 
the Whitman syndicate, and Attor- 
new Woolwine admitted to the 
Councilmen that if Japanese desired 
to buy the garbage they could have 
it. Tif original plan of the syndi- 
cate was to lease part of the Reppto 
ranch property near Montebello. 
where the garbage was to be 
dumped by trucks from Les Angeles 
and thet petidied out to Japanese 
and others who desired it, the gar- 
bage to be rehauled over county 
roads to ranches.. The storm of 
protests which followed from the 
publication of this plan resulted in 
a change of location, and immedi- 
ately, the residents of Baldwin 
Park said yesterday, out-of-town 
Japanese began flocking into the 
district and began to inspect the 
proposed garbage hog-feeding farm, 
which, according to Promoter 
Meele, the syndicate proposed une 
now proposes to divide into five- 
acre farms where hog-raisers can 
as to feed on the 

Ange garbage. 

The 40%-acre tract leased by the 
Whitman syndicate from the Pa- 
cific Electric was used in 1914 by 
Japanese for garbage feeding to 
hogs, but because of the protests of 
the county health authorities over 
the — conditions prevailing 
at the farm, the Japanese hog rais- 
ers quit and the land and the Pa- 
cific Blectric’s siding was idle until 
the Whitman syndicate quietly took 
over the property and hoped, as one 
of the promoters expressed it, “to 
get away” with a hog-raising farm 
supplied with Los Angeles garbage. 

FIGHT FOR HOMES.
